HORSES FOR JAPAN'S MARKET 

Probsbllity Thai the Orient Will Tske 
Americs's Surplus Supply. 

It ib morn thai) probable that n 
now market is about to bo opened for 
the great herds of range horsi i of the 
Pacific coast. Since the close of the 
Chino-Japanese war the Japanese 
government has been reorganizing 
its army, and from now on a lrrrgo 
?nvnlry force is to be maintains 
fartiotfl to the wnr the, .Japanese 
cavalry was about 20,000 strong, and 
was supplied front government horae 
breeding establishment*. When, 
however, at the outbreak of hostil- 
ities <lnirts were made upon these es- 
tablishments it VU found that only 
five percent, of the animals were real- 

The native Japanese horses are too 
small, it seems, for use in war, and the 
^rnment found that in actual 
Ice the animals raised by crossing 
orted blooded stock with native 

ed the endurance requisite for the 

country and cavalry usages, lligh- 
rlass stallions were imported from 
Australia and from the north of Ire- 
land, but thus far all such importa- 
tions have proved unsatisfactory, in- 
ismiK "h as the government has been 
unable to raise horses that can endure 
the climate. 

Australian breeders sent to Japan 
some high-class fancy stock, but the 
animals proved to be too big and too 
expensive, as did also Kentucky 
horses which were purchased by the 
Japanese government. Officials at 
Tokio have recently been consider- 
ing the small, weedy range animals 
of Australia, and it is said that when 
United States Consul Bell, at Mel- 
bourne, learned of this fact he called 
attention to the American range 
horses as being even hotter suitedito 
the needs of the Japanese govern- 
ment. 

Several Japanese residents in this 
city, who are considered authorities 
on the matter, and who have made a 
study of Japanese horses and the 
Japanese people as horsemen, are em- 
phatic in their indorsement of the 
American range horse. President 
Tetsutaro Aoki, of the Yokohama 
Specie bankof this city, said the other 
day that undoubtedly the American 
horse will fill all requirements. 

"The horse most suitable for the 
Japanese cavalry," he said, "should 
be a? tough rfs nVawhide, not over- 
tor of fodder. I would unhesitating. 

lv recommend that the best horses 
for the home government could be 
selected from the herds that thrive 
so well on tho plains of eastern Wash- 
ington, in Oregon, California and 
other mountain states. It only re- 
mains for those mostly interested to 
bring the matter properly before the 
Japanese government in order to 
open up a big market for these ani- 
mal-." — San Francisco Call.

BLIND, BUTJIOT HELPLESS. 

How H2 Care-, for Hi Sightless and 
Paralyzed Wife. 

Kokomo has a blind couple in Wil- 
liam Brinkman and wife, who w 
both educated at the State Institute 
for the Blind at Indianapolis. The 
couple keep house to themselves, with 
no help. Mr. lirinkman is an expert 
piano tuner, and is also an adept at 
clock repairing and broom making. 
In fact, he can turn his hand to al- 
most anything in the mechanical line. 

The front room of the Brink man 
home is used as u store and workshop, 
On the shelves is a long row of clocks 
the blind man has mended, and he 
makes many a nickel selling sta- 
tionery and candy to the school 
children. Among Mr. Brinkman'.- 
other accomplishments he has a rec- 
ord as a sprinter and rides a bicycle. 

With a companion on <v wheel b\ 
his side or in the lead, he can ride all 
day and quit as fresh as his partne 

Brinkman lost his sight when 
years old, measles and complications 
being responsible. In lHlif) the fami 
ly removed to Indianapolis, where his 
mother still lives, his father bcin<: 
dead. Soon after attending th< 
school for the blind at the state capi- 
tal, a little blind girl named Jciiiik 
Ijamb, from Rnssellville, west of Ko- 
komo, entered tho same institution. 
From the first meeting of the blind 
children, then 14 years of age, an at- 
tachment sprang up that resulted ' 
their marriage 15 years later. 

Mrs. Brinkman is an elocutionist 
of rare ability, and after graduating, 
traveled two years in the south and 
west, delivering lectures and recita- 
tions. For a short time she taught 
an Indian school in Indian territory. 

She is skilled in fancy work and 
operates a sewing machine easily. 

For three years the gifted blind 
woman huti been absolutely helpless, 
lying in her bod or in her wheel chair 
unable to move hand or foot. Mr. 
Brinkman has the whole care of his 
helpless wife, does all the housework, 
including the cooking, besides finding 
time to wait on customers in his little 
store, answers calls to tune pianos 
and repair clocks and umbrellas, and 
peddle candy and popcorn on the 

The Rriukmans have quite a 
library of "point system" books, in- 
cluding a Bible in 11 volumes that 
weighs 115 pounds. Mr. Brinkman 
speaks two languages, English and 
German. . 

Mr-, lirinkman, though paralyzed 
limb and body, retains her mental 
facilities, She is a brilliant and in- 
teresting talker, and manages to still 
read with her crippled lingers. It is 
a curious sight to watch them at 
meals, this being a case of the blind 
feeding the blind, he helping the par- 
alyzed woman to every morsel of food.

George YVB-hlngtou Cayce wm 
born in Virginia, May loth, 187, and 
died, Hi hin home near Beverly, Chris 
tian county, Ky., July 29th, 1897. He 
was uinety years, two mouths and 
fourteen days old. 

Niuety years in a long tinifl lor I 
man to live, and Hro. Cayce lived to 
see wonderful changes iu the affairs 
of this world. He and Longfellow, 
the poet, were bom the same year, 
and Longfellow has been iu his grave 
fifteen yean. James Russell Lowell, 
Charles Dickens, Robert Browning. 
I). num. Herbert Spencer, Alfred 
Wiiuysou and Ruskiu were horn tiftt-r 
O. \V. Cayce was, and he was thirty 
years old when Victoria was crow-— 1 
Queen ol Englaud. When O. 
Cayce was born electricity was in 
infancy aud the telephone was 
known. The first steam beat 
.^/merica was placed on the water iu 
fW07, the year he was boru, and h 
whs twenty nine yearH old when tli 
first railway was put into operatio 
in the United States. Twenty-two 
presidents have ruled iu the United 
States siuce his birth, and only three 
are now living. He was boru in the 
days of slavery, and was a strong 
UB wheu the Emancipation Procla- 
mation went forth. He saw the Oli 
ver chilled plow, the mower, the self 
biuder and the steam thresher take 
the place of the rude farming i m pi. 
tneute of ninety years ago. He sa 
the old spinning wheels, run by hand, 
aud the thimble aud ueeufe laid 
aside, aud steam factories and sewing 
macfiiues take their places 

He was a member of the Chris 
church, and a pioneer in the Refoi 
tion of this century. Iu his It 
days he frequently spoke of his early 



associates iu tht 
cultiea and triumphs, with the great 
est admiration, aud rejoiced iu tb< 
hope of uieeting theiu "beyond th< 
river." He had certuiuly beeu a stu 
deut of the Bible, as be could quote 
large portions of both the Old 
New Testament with perfect ease, and 
iu hiB way he was a preacher of the 
gospel. 

Iu some respects he was certainly 
remarkable man: 

1. He was remarkable for his physi 
cal strength. He was very euergeti 
and industrious, and superiutended 

I all of his business affairs iucludiug 
JfU^ farms Until about a year ago. 

2. Wheu he started iu the world hi 
had ueither mouey uor education, 
but he accumulated a cousiderable 
amount of wealth aud was well in- 
formed on political, business and re 
ligious subjects. 

3 He was a man of very strong in 
teileefc. His memory uever forsook 
him to the last. The last thing he 
ever Baid that was uudeistood was 
spoken in a whisper, aud it was a 
quotation from the Holy Scripturep, 

4. He was married twice, aud to 
him aud his first wife were given fif- 
teen childreu, uine are dead aud six 
xr« still living. He had fifty five 
itltud childreu, twenty-one dead and 
thirty-four living; and twenty-seyeu 
great grand children, six dead and 
tweuty one living. 

His second wile was Miss Guynn, 
of this city, who iniuistertd to his 
every want in his declining years 
and was by his side wheu lie breathed 
bis last.

A MOUNTAIN LION.

A few years after gold was discov- 
ered in Montana, I found myself, for 
the second time in my life, in the vi- 
cinity of Prickly Pear canyon, 
through which now passes the North- 
ern Pacific railroad. 

There was not a cabin within 100 
miles excepting a ranch where I re- 
mained for two weeks. Iu the early 
days this was built by a squaw man, 
who, at the time of the Fur company 
which had several posts on the Mis- 
souri, was quite a power in that coun- 
try. He was a sinister old man, and 
was liked by no one, though his un- 
popularity did not last long, as he was 
killed by an Indian boy — but.tocome 
back to mv story, the present owner 
of the ranch and I were talking of 
some of our hunting experience*. 
The conversation had turned to 
mountain lions, as lately there were 
many in the vicinity. 

The ranchman, a few days previ- 
ous, had lost a valuable colt, it being 
killed by one of those prowling crea- 
tures. The colt had been drinking at 
a stream not over 500 yards from the 
ranch, when a powerful lion sprang 
from an overhanging tree upon the 
little animal's back. The old mare 
was feeding only a short distance 
from the colt at the time, and, hear- 
ing its cry of distress, rushed forward 
and attacked the panther with such 
fury that the latter was compelled to 
sneak off and leave its prey, but not 
until the poor colt's neck had been 
broken, causing it to die instantly. 

Early in the spring of that year 
ths same ranchman, who was a hardy 
frontiersman, had been out for two 
day« hunting up some cattle which 
had strayed off during a windstorm.

The gamc was very restless, 
and I was anxious to locate the other 
hunters so as not to stray away from 
them, for the pleasure of hunting hii- 
telopo was not so great that I wished 
to take chances of meeting any In- 
dian single-handed. Therefore I de- 
cided to risk a longshotand getaway. 
My gun was a navy carbine, and 
could carry a great distance. Al- 
though having a more modern gun, 
my carbine was a great favorite of 
mine, having used it more and mtk 
ing some excellent shots, it very r.at- 
urally was preferred by me when 
hunting game. 

The antelope were about (500 yards 
off, and that seemed to be as near as 
I could approach. I tried all sorts of 
maneuvers to arouse the curiosity of 
the game, such as flagging and wav- 
ing my moccasin feet in the air, by 
holding my feet over my head, but 
all seemed to no effect.

The rest of our party came 
about an hour afterward, and to 
r surprise we saw one had a moun- 
tain lion's skin behind.his saddle br- 
ides an antelope. It seems he had 

hree miles, and was stalking a small 
band of antelope, evidently part of

The daily mean temperature fell and 
remained below the freezing point, (33 
degrees) from November 4, 1889, to 
April 21.

The lowest temperatures registered 
during the winter were 32 degrees be- 
low zero in November, 47 below in De- 
cember, 59 below in January, 53 below 
in February, 45 below in March aud 
20 below In April. The greatest cor> 
tin nous cold occurred in February, 1890, 
when the daily mean for Ave comtecu- 
tive days was 47 degrees below zero. 

Greater cold than that here noted 
has been experienced in the United 
States for a very ahort time. In the In- 
terior of Alaska the winter Beds in aa 
early aa September, when snowstorms 
may be expected in the mountains and 
passes. Headway during one of those 
storms is imposstble, and the traveler 
who is overtaken by oue of them 1* In- 
deed fortunate If he escape* with his 
life. Snowstorms of (Treat severity oc- 
cur lit any month from September to 
May Inclusive. 

The changes of temperature from 
winter to summer are rapid, owing to 
the great increase in tfie length of the 
day.
